EL PABO, Tex., Febh. 3.—Patrols
of the Thirteenth cavalry, stationed
at Slerra Blanca, Tex., were ordered
today by General Johm J. Pershing,
commanding the Eighth infantry
brigade at Fort Blisa to move closer
to the border opposite the Bosque
Bonito country of Chihuahua state
about ninety miles east of here, fr
anticipation of the poasible flight of
General Francisco Villa across the
international line at that point.
